RIMARILY, The Temple is a cosmic organie centre, the eonstituent 
parts of which are the units of eolleetive humanity, 

Coineident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tral Spiritual Sun—the Universal Heart—came into manifestation, the 
Father-Mother-Son, the triangular corner 8tone of The Temple, upon whieh 
is riging, age by age, a geometrically perfect edifice. The cap stones to 
the pillars of the porch, and the outer walls are now being laid, preliminary 
to the work of the roof-builders—the hnmanity of the sixth great root-race. 

The place of each stone is determined by the law of zelection, and the 
same law determines the different Degrees and Orders which lead to and 
from the great Stone of Sacrifice which rests upon the pavement of the 
Central Square. 

The development of outer eonditions, planes and pergonalities must keep 
pace with and correspond to the development of the interior man, or evolu- 
tionary force would be divyerted from its proper channels.

by the Master Builder, and raised to a higher Degree, although he may never 
be eonscious of the pregence of that Master, until his apprenticeship is 
2ompleted, and ke in turn becomes a Magster of a lower Degree.

SPIRITUAL LEADERSHIP. 


It is upon the great man, the man or woman with the Great 
Vision, however lowly the station now. that the respons1h1hty for 
right government in the future will rest, and therefore upon him 
or her rests that responsthility now,—the responsthility of fitting 
himself or herself for spiritual leadership. There will he no more 
Statecraft in the day of the great outpouring of the.

It is not difhicult for the normai human heing to perceive the 
outlines, the ues, the possthilhties of a finisched product, but 1t 1s 
indeed difncult to percerve the design and purpose of an uncom-

pleted ohject means of anv one section alone, yet the occultist 15 


frequently called upon to do 0. \\ hen the average person attempts 
to formulate ome 1dea concerning the phyvsical plane his mind 
naturally turns to visihble objective forms of his own little world. 
It does not occur to him that there 1s an actual state of matter, a 
universe in 1tself, just below and another - just ahove the physical 
plane, wherein are constantly occurring all the changes which make 
his world what it appears to he to his senses. These intermediate 


planes or states of matter are not those to which the term astral* 
has been somewhat promscuously apphed, but are exactly what the 
term intermediate” imphes. It 1s within these planes that occur 
all the vibratory action which changes the substance of one form 
into: that of another, and these. changes occur under the direction 
of definite laws which pertain to those planes alone and are com- 
pletely under the direction of the Divine Builders of Form. There 
1s 4 certain correspondence hetween the under and. overtones ot 
music and the intermediate planes, as there also 1s between Lite and 
Death, and between Fire and Flame, etc. To the psychic and the 
dreamer the phenomena of the intermediate planes 1s 'observable 
by means of the psychic senses, but neither one 1s able to hring 
back to the waking senses the conscitousness of the processes of 
change, or of the laws which govern the same. He may perceive 
the almost immediate change in one form or another; for instance, 
a well known face may change form and features; the wall of a 
building may crumble and re-form on different lines, labyrinthine 
paths may lead into or cross each other without visthle cause, 
whole cities change into other cities while there would appear to 
he no purpose to he served, no object to be gained by snuch changes. 
But if the phvsical or astral eyes might pierce those planes where 
the changes were instigated and carried out, and the. human Ego 
could guide the elemental forces producing such changes the pro- 
cess of changing an undesirable quality, characteristic or teature 
into more acceptable form would be much easter than 1s poss1Þble 
by the slower methods of undirected nature. 

A junction is a point where two or more lines meet, and the 
term seems peculiarly apt in referring: to an intermediate plane. 
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The idea of a 4th dimens1on of space 1s commonly accepted, but 
that there may be a 5th, a 6th, and a Tth dimens1on of space 1s not 
S0 well understood, nor 1s the fact that these dimens1ons are in fact 
junctions between definite states or planes of substance wherein 18 
accomplished the evolution of the- human soul. 

The 4th dimension of space, the *withinness” of matter, as it 
1s sometimes termed, and the first intermediate plane heyond the 
physical are 1dentical. The instability of matter 1s a well recog- 
nized fact, but that there 1s a definite point or place wherein the 
impulse to change form,—to pass from one state of vibration into 
another 1s given and the change accomplished, 1s not of common 
knowledge. The changes which appear on the physical plane take 
place in the cells .of the objective form, and eventually appear m 
Some modification of that form. The changes which take place 
in the suhstance of the Astral and Mental hodies first occur 1n 
the molecule and atom ; but 1t must be rememberet that the changes 
are instigated and produced on the intermediate planes hetween 
the full planes upon which snbstance 1s stableized to a much greater 
degree. 

To. the physical eve such changes as occur in outer forms ap- 
pear to he somewhat dependent on time; but time 1s not a facto! 
in the production of such changes on interior planes. It is on the 
intermediate planes that the initiates, the great Masters, accomplish 
ther seeming miracles, and whether consciously or the reverse it 
1s On these planes that the human Ego must work to change any 
part oft his nature. If physical man desires to make such changes 
more rapidly and mtelhgently than they are heinz made by nature 
he must strive to identify the lower mind with the Higher Mind 
in order that he may he able to observe the action of controlling 
laws of substance on all interior planes, for those laws differ 
greatly from the laws which govern matter of lower rates of 
vibration. 

[very quality or characteristic in the nature of man has taken 
a definite form in the individual aura, and is suhject to change. 
As before said, changes may he made by man, but in order to make 
them man must understand somewhat of the nuances of form and 
ot the s1gnificance_ and subtleties of curve and angle, line and 
Square—deep mysteries which only the Higher Self can <solve. 
This 1s one more reason why man should make every effort to gain 
the needed identification with the Higher Self. 


Every conscious effort he makes takes him another step toward 
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that end, and the step which brings him to a realization of the 
atorementione(d intermediate planes or junctions on which the real

work of changing form takes place is a most important step.

**Said he to them, fI am s$ent to light the fires within 
your hearts, and I will stay with you until the Sacred 
Light shall shine s8o bright that every foe will be revealed 
before your eyes, but you alone have power to stay these 
foes. Go ye forth to gather fuel and lay: the fires aright.” ” 


*He called aloud, and the Great Mother descended with 
the Lipikas. They cooled and pressed the fiery sparks. 
Where they had been Three, Four and Five angled when 
the long night fell at the close of the Fifth, they were now 
moulded and pressed into the Sixth and Seventh angled.” 


[t must be remembered that many cvcles of tune imtervene he- 
tween any two of the events recorded in these stanzas or contus1on 
Of mind will he the resnlt. For mstance, imany cvcles of time must 
clapse between the cvcle 1m which the prunal evolutionary mpulse 
last noted begins ifs work of development, and the cycle which 
will open when the event occurs which 1s noted mm the first sen- 
tences of this 5th Sloka. With the increase of vibration to a more 
rapid degree, it would seem that substance or matter must reach 
4 point of action when a new development will occur which would 
correspon(d to a call or a demand on a higher power for help m 
order to continue a course already mapped out. The words, *He 
called aloud, would indicate that snch a point of action would 
actually occur hefore a still more rapid rate of vthration could be 
established : for instance, hetore *'the (Great Mother descended with 
the Liptkas. 

(Yuoting from the 5th Stanza of the Secret Doctrine, *An army 
of the Sons of Light ( celestial heings) stands at each angle, the 
Lipikas in the middle wheel. They say this 1s good the first 
divine world 1s ready.” 

In the 4th Stanza we find the words, Then the second seven 
who are the Lipikas produced by the Three.” In the commentary 
on this Stanza Madam Blavatsky states, **'The Lipika from the

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word [1pi, writing, means hterally the scrihes. Mrystically, these 
divine beings are connected with karma, the law of retrihution, for 
they are the recorders, the annalists, who impress on the (to us) 
invisihle tablets ot the :\stral Light—the great picture gallery of 
Eternitvy—a faithtul record of every act and even thought of 
man: of all that was, 1s, or ever. will he in the phenomenal um- 
Verse.. 

From the occultist's point of view, the Astral picture gallery 
of Eternity and the orthodox concept of the Book of - judgment 
referred to in the Revelations of St. John are practically the same : 
and the moving finger, the recording angels, are the hpikas of 
the Secret Doctrine. 

The Descent of the Great Mother with the Lipika indicates a 
pronounced activity of the feminine aspect of lite, and preparation 
for the rehirth of a new race. 

\\ith the advent of a new race must necessarily commence a 
new record for each incarnating Ego. The -Liptkas are only ne 
ot manv hosts of divine beings, energies, forces, angels, individual- 
1zed entities, which are. aroused to action contemporaneously with 
the advent of the *Great Mother.” 

[ach division of these hosts takes up its appointed task under 
the direction of the Karmic Lords. It 1s by means of the labor 
of these hosts, in one sense elementals, energ1es, that the cooling 
and pressing of the fiery sparks 1s accomplished. The cooling and 
pres<Ing processes are evidently analogous to the eftects of ex- 
perience in all the fhelds of elementary life: . 

As the spiritual man—the Ego—frst commences to clothe him- 
&elf in matter, —*in the dust of the ground,” as the scribe of the 
hook of Genesis describes this same process, in relating the story 
of the creation of man, he graqdually takes on the qualities and 
characteristics of the aforementioned dust, becomes more matertal 
and less spiritual, and in the process naturally meets with expert- 
ences which correspond to cold and pressure: in other words, 
which lessen activitv, reduce energy, and condense or concentratc 
substance in a state of difftuston or differentiation. 

The subhject of the various angles as quoted in the 5th Sloka 
1s a deep mystery to many students unless they have looked up the 
mathematical or geometrical definition of the term angle, and 


intuitively caught the meaning of the common express10n, *a lhne 
of hfe.” The geometrical definition of an angle 1s a point where 
two lhnes meet, or the point of intersection hetween two planes. 
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The Three, Four and Five angled races of the earth were those 
races who had come together from different localities. and from 
difterent suh-races and have intermingeled, absorbins thus the dif- 
ferent qualities and features of cach other: in the end creating 
a new race therehy. 

\Ve sce the <ame phenomenon taking place here in America 
mn the present age. What 1s figuratively called *the melting pot” 
1s producing a single great race bv amalgamating the best qualities 
oft the many races and peoples who have emigrated to these shores. 

The Three, Four and Five anvled races are those in which the 
hve lower of the even principles, qualities and conditions of gross 
matter are (leveloped m excess of the two higher principles, which 
can only he evolved to their highest state of perfection in the s1xth 
and seventh root-races. | 

\ccording to all rehable and accepted prophecy the two great 
root-races will succeed the present, the fifth root-race. Ihe two 
highest of the seven principles, 1. e., Higher Manas, and Buddhi— 
<ul and spirit—will he pre-eminently manmitest in the last two races, 
instead of heing almost suhmerged as they have heen in previous 


ages.

[| was on the roof-garden. It was early afternoon ; and Mad- 
ame had gone down into the house to prepare for her students.

[or the benefit of old members, as well as new ones who mav 
not know much ahout the Axsoctation., it 1s fitting now and then 
to define the objects and purpose of: this Department of the Temple 
work, which was founded and organized under direction of the 
Master at the time the Temple Headquarters moved to California. 
Under such (hrection several hundreds of acres of land were pur- 
chased which 1s. still held by the Temple Home Association to be 
used and conserved tor Temple purposes as opportunity permits. 

The Temple Home Asscciation 1s incorporated under a co- 
operative law ot the State of California, and during the fhrst years 
of 1ts ex1istence 1t engaged in various co-operative enterprises, tur- 
nishing land and capital to members or groups of members for co- 
operative bhusiness PuUrPOoSES. 

In the main these husimess ventures 1d not sneceed to the 
extent to justify the risk the Temple Home Ass0citation run, as 
1m $some instances, it had to shoulder losses. Hence, about five 
years ago the Board of Directors of the Association decided that 
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it, the Temple Home As<<ociation, would no longer take an active 
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part in any co-operative venture, but would <1mply encourage Cco- 
operative efforts among members or others who might wish to 
come to Halcvon. The Temple Home Association would be willing 
to furnsh land by Tease or sale for such enterprisxes of members, 
but the risk of all husiness ventures would have to he horne by 
the members themselves. Thus for the time being, the Temple 
[lome Ass0ciation becomes a land holding corporation with the 
primary ohject of conserving. this land for future Temple uses. 
Als, standing in the portion of encouraging hbusiness activity, 
co-operative or otherwise, among the memhers located on its lands. 
Also to provide home <ites for those who might wish to locate here 
now or 1n the future. 

\Tembership in the Temple Home Association costs $100. A 
membership certificate is given and the possess1on of this entitles 
a memher to the perpetual use and occupancy of about one-halt 
acre of land. This land may als0o he purchased outright and a 
deed given if desired. The price, however, mav he more than 
S100, according to the location and character of the land. In 
certain locations the Directors accept the certificate of membership 
as payment or part payment on land if desired by the memher 
wishing a deed.
